Appropriation* Are Over a Billion Dol­ 


lar* and Exceed Those of Last Con­ 


gress— W hite Slave B ill Passed. 


W ashington. Ju n e 27. — President 
Taft is well pleased with the record 
made by the second session of the 
Sixty-first congress, which adjourned 
Saturday at midnight. 
The president signed practically all 
m easures of legislation that had been 
placed before him. 
The 
closing 
proceedings in both 
houses were exceptionally tame. There 
were the usual com m ittees of notifica­ 
tion from each house to the other and 
from both to the president and the 
usual farewells. The gavels of the pre­ 
siding officers fell at approxim ately 
the agreed hour, and the first regular 
session, the "long session.” well nam ­ 
ed. was at an end. 
The last m easure signed was a Joint 
resolution to authorize the secretary 
of war to loan tents to the A ppalach­ 
ian exposition, to be held in Knoxville, 
Tenn.. in Septem ber, which President 
Taft expects to attend. 
More than a billion dollars was ap­ 
propriated at the present session of 
congress, if continuing appropriations 
are incorporated in the totals of the 
general appropriation measures. 
Definite figures concerning the ap­ 
propriations will be issued from the 
house and senate com m ittees within 
a few days. 
In so far as the figures 
could be obtained, the total of the ap­ 
propriation bills, exclusive of continu­ 
ing appropriations, was $894,086,943. 
The am ount of the continuing appro­ 
priations for the last fiscal year was 
about 1160,000.000. It Is safe to say 
that it will not be less for the next 
fiscal year, and the grand total, there­ 
fore, will aggregate at least $1,054.- 
000.000 
Spent More Than Last Congress. 
The appropriation m easures for tbs 
fiscal years 1909-10, exclusive of con­ 
tinuing appropriations, carried $883.- 
918.215, while those of the fiscal year 
of 1908-09 carried $854,203,248. 
The boasts of congressional leaders 
that fully $50,000,000 would be saved 
on the appropriations for the next 
fiscal year were not realized. 
President Taft sent a special mes­ 
sage to congress urging the placing st 
his 
disposal of a suitable sum of 
money to meet the exigency of the 
situation on the lower Colorado river. 
which threatens serious loss of life and 
property. 
Immediately after the reading of the 
president’s message the senate adopt­ 
ed a joint resolution appropriating $1.- 
cm si,ooo for protection against d a m a g e 
icy that stream 
The house later con 
curred. 
The ocean 
mall subsidy bill 
was 
made the "unfinished business" of the 
senate. This action gives to th e mean 
cire the place of vantage for the short 
session of cougiess beginning in De 
ce in ber. 
The house conferees yielded on th« 
■Ideation in dispute over the pensions 
appropriation bill and the conference 
report was agreed to by the h o u se . 
The house wanted to abolish ail pen 
• stun agencies lent the one in W ishing 
ton. but the senate would not agree 
All the present agencies will be re 
tamed. 
T he pension bill c arries $156,- 
000,000. 
I'be conference report on the bill 
providing for $20,OOO,OOO issue of cer­ 
tificates of indebtedness to aid recla 
(nation projec ts was agreed to by the 
house 
It had previously been agreed 
to by the senate. 
The Maim "white slave" bill, deaign- 
•«d to prevent the shipm ent of women 
and girls from one state to another 
tor immoral purposes, was passed by 
the senate 
It had previously passed 
the house. 
Campaign 
< ontrlhutions 
will

m a d e public only after elections. The 
house adopted the conference report 
on the cam paign publicity bill. 
President Taft 
signed the public 
buildings hill, which authorizes the 
expenditure of $22,000,000. but does 
not actually appropriate the money. 
The appropriation will be left to the 
next congress.

Boston, June 27. — Miss Eleanor 
Sears, forem ost exponent of outdoor 
sports, a social favorite and a ieadei 
in every contest of skill which inter 
ests th e richer set, while not advocat 
iug the smoking of cigarettes, says 
she does not believe their use by wo­ 
men does any great harm.

The report was prepared by a special 
committee consisting of Rev. Charles 
Htelzle, Dr. Joseph Strong and Paul 
U. Kellogg. 
“ VVhlle It Is claim ed by the manage­ 
ment that Sunday work and overtim e 
work is. In some departments at least. 
optional 
with 
the men," tie 
report 
says, "It Is nevertheless true that fore­ 
men aud gting bosses have compelled 
men to work on Sunday against their 
protest upon pain of discharge It was 
a case of this kind that precipitated 
the strike.” 
"Ju s t In-fore the strike,” tire report 
continues, ” 4725 men, or 51 per cent 
of all the employes, worked tw elve 
hours a day; 
220 
workmen 
had 
a 
tw elve hour day. except on Saturdays; 
4203 employes had a workday of ten 
and a half to eleven hours in length, 
generally with a half day off on S a t­ 
urday, while 47 men worked ou other 
schedules not specified; 2K per cent 
of all employes worked regularly for 
seven days in the week. 
The total 
number working on seven days in a 
week. either regularly or as overtim e, 
last Jan u ary, the report gives as4041, 
or 43 per cent. 


W o rt* Than Pittsburg.

The re port declares that during the 
last year there were 927 Injuries in the 
Bethlehem plant, of width 754 involv­ 
ed the Io8m of more than one w e e k s 
tim e, 21 of these lost thH r lives; 38 
lost bodily members, and G lost an arm 
or a leg. 
The com m ittee found no ground for 
the assertion of laiior organizers in 
the strike that 
Protestant 
m inisters 
had the company collect church dues. 
tin the other hand, the investigators 
found that the m inisters had appeared 
frequently before the officials of the 
corporation asking that all unriecea- 
sarv .Sunday work in* abolished.

the committee crltli ises the m inisters

Conditions a Disgrace. 


In its conclusions 
the 
committee 
characterises the twelve-hour and the 
seven day week as dlsgraees to c iv ili­ 
zation. aud recommend* that laws be 
passed requiring three shifts in all 
industries operating tw enty four hours 
a day and requiring one day a rest in 
seven. 
It recommends that the fed­ 
eral government be urged to include 
lo Its apeclfi* at ions for arm or plate, 
w ar vessels, construction work and the 
like that the work be done on a six- 
day basis, and in cases where coutipii- 


o h s work is necessary that the twenty- 
four hour day be divided into three 
shifts of eight hours each.
